Life is very 
short, and death is certain. 

Man has gone a long way toward prolonging life. Sci- 
ence can do marvels in one’s life, but science cannot erase 
the hand of death. Through the ages man has been in 
quest of more life. Ponce De Leon, the Spanish explorer, 
heard of a fountain of water in the present State of Flori- 
da. He searched diligently for this well, or fountain of 
water, in hopes of adding years to his life. Life is not to 
be found in our material resources, but in that Man who 
told the woman at the well, “Drink of me, and you will 
never thirst again.” 

The lower animals cannot forsee death, but man is made 
constantly aware of what is awaiting him. Man feels him- 
self getting older every day. He sees himself gradually ap- 
proaching the point. First, youth passes and is gone; then 
manhood. All the successive stages gradually close and 
wind up with their respective feelings and associations. He

Experiences, settled opinions, fixed positions in this world

to decay. He feels this process going on. Man knows and is 
conscious of this great change. No sooner is he born than 
he foresees death; he is made a prophet in spite of him- 
self. The soul of man is not for a few fleeting moments of 
time, but for eternity. Whether he would rather be with- 
out a soul is not a matter of choice. God breathed into 
man a soul that shall live when this earthly kingdom has 
fallen into decay.

soldier, wounded on the battlefield, was taken to a 

hospital. Finally, he found his way back to a large 
hospital in America. He was in critical condition—eyes 
blinded, mind beclouded, body mangled. 

His mother traveled many miles. Finally, she reached 
her boy’s bedside, and laid her hand on his brow. Instant- 
ly, the boy said, “Hello, Mother! It’s your hand. I’d know 
it anywhere.” Although the mother had spoken no word, 
he knew the touch of her hand! 

There are many references in the Word to the Lord’s 
hands. They touched so many suffering ones—and made 
them whole again. They were lifted in blessing upon peo- 
ple and things. And on the tree they were wounded—for 
sinners. 

It was those wounded hands that identified the risen 
Lord to the doubting Thomas (John 20:27). Perhaps some 
day saved ones will again look upon those pierced hands 
when He shall appear again, and they shall “see Him as 
He is!” (1 John 3:2.) 

The touch of those wonderful Hands did several things: 

They Brought Life. This occurred often (Luke 8:54; 
John 11:43, etc.). One day the Master was in the city of 
Nain with His disciples and many other persons. There, 
they witnessed the funeral of an only son. The widowed 
mother was very sorrowful. Many of her friends sought 
to give her comfort, in vain. None could help. And then 
the Lord Jesus saw her (Luke 7:13). The Word says He 
had compassion on her. He was touched with her grief— 
just as He was touched at the grave of His friend, Lazarus 
(John 11:35). 

“Weep not,” Jesus said to the woman (Luke 7:13). But 
simply telling her to cease crying would not have helped. 
Probably, if she did not know who Jesus was, she only 
cried the harder. But Jesus didn’t merely advise; He acted. 
“He came and touched the bier; and they that bare him 
(the dead son) stood still. And He said, “Young man, I 
say unto thee, Arise.’” 

At this point, we can easily imagine how the weeping 
mother’s attention was attracted from her own grief. 
What was this Man saying? He was speaking to her dead 
son! Who ever heard of such proceedings at a funeral? 
Telling the dead body to arise! But things happened, for 
we read: “And he that WAS dead sat up, and began to 
speak. And he delivered him to his mother.” 


Can we imagine that mother’s joy? It is no wonder that

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certain that “a great prophet” had risen among them. 
Yes, the touch of His hand had brought life to the dead, 
and joy to the living! 

Their Touch Brings Blessing. Do we seek a blessing? Is 
there some loved one for whom we crave a blessing? 
Someone for whom we wish the best things in life—and 
in eternity? 

In Mark’s Gospel (10:13-16) we find a touching scene. 
Young children were brought to Jesus. Matthew states 
(Matthew 19:13) that these little ones were brought to 
Jesus “that he should put his hands on them, and pray.” 
It was the mothers’ desire that those holy Hands should 
touch their little ones. What a laudable desire for modern 
parents, too! Those mothers brought their children to Je- 
sus. They didn’t send them. Children are much more likely 
to find Jesus when the parents go along. 

This must have been an unusual procedure. The dis- 
ciples rebuked the mothers. They felt that their Master 
was much too busy to be troubled by mere women and 
children. But it was different with Jesus. He was “much 
displeased” with the disciples’ words (Mark 10:14). “And 
he took them (the children) up in his arms, put his 
hands upon them, and blessed them.” As if for a mark 
of special distinction, to show His special pleasure at hav- 
ing those weak babes brought to Him, Jesus seems to 
have taken them up in His arms! 

Their Touch Brings Peace and Confidence. Are we 
frightened, puzzled, anxious, afraid? So were the dis- 
ciples on numerous occasions. One such scene is des- 
cribed in Matthew 17:1-8, the transfiguration on a high 
mountain. Peter, James, and John had been chosen by 
Jesus to accompany Him and witness His glory. Peter had 
spoken impetuously to the Lord during this time of exal- 
tation—and it seems that God, the Father, replied to Peter, 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased; 
hear ye him.”

This certainly is enough evidence for any level- 
headed person to prove that smoking is an important 
cause of cancer of the lips, tongue, mouth, and the whole 
respiratory tract. All authorities will acknowledge that un- 
healed ulcers will frequently cause cancer to follow. 


Dr. W. H. Dobson, M. D., of Berkely, California, a former 
medical missionary in China, has made a very careful 
study on the causes of cancer. He tells us that the smoke 
tar from cigarettes is the factor which causes cancer. 
When this smoke tar is applied to the ears of a rabbit, it 
causes 100 per cent cancer. Cancer of the lung has in- 
creased 300 per cent during the last 30 years. 


MANY FORWARD-LOOKING physicians and 
sociologists are viewing with grave concern the wide spread 
of smoking among girls and women because of the ob- 
enaiienie Wiibiiies vious and well-known effects of 

nicotine upon the sexual and re- 
ae UNBORN productive functions of the body. 

By reducing the blood supply to 
the various sex or reproductive glands and organs, nicotine 
interferes with their normal functioning. Most doctors who 
do a great deal of obstetrical work have noticed in recent 
years that women who smoke do not gain the weight they 
should during that time, and they have more complica- 
tions, such as nausea, vomiting, and more premature births 
than women who do not smoke. More effects of smocking 
upon the health of these women are: causes collapse of 
the nervous system; interferes with the development of 
the unborn child; destroys the appetite; causes insomnia; 
increases pulse rate; causes annoying cough; causes bad 
mouth tracheitis and bronchitis; produces tendency to 
stomach and bowel disturbances; interferes with lactation; 
harms young mothers who have not reached full growth; 
and harms by the effects of inhalation of the poisonous 
gases in the tobacco smoke. 

A careful study of the effects of smoking upon various 
phases of schoolwork, made by responsible educators, has 
brought forth interesting results. The results were highly 
in favor of the nonsmokers. The conclusions of all edu- 
cational authorities make it clear that when children be- 
gin to smoke, they usually deteriorate rapidly in every 
respect. 

Here is the personal testimony of Gil Sanford, who was 
a smoker. He says, “My general health is better. I stopped 
having frequent afternoon headaches. My appetite is bet- 
ter. My throat began to behave as if it appreciated de- 
cent treatment again. My yellow fingers ... turned a 
normal flesh color. My teeth lost the tobacco stain which 
the dentist recognizes but is powerless to stop.” 

The smoking of cigarettes is very costly. The average

recent year, $922,500,000 was spent for cigarettes. This 
same amount of money would have purchased 9,006,000, 
000: (billion) loaves of bread at ten cents a loaf—enough 
bread to supply the entire nation with the food of life. 
This enormous sum of wasted money would have bought 
230,000,000 pairs of shoes at an average of $4.00 a pair— 
enough to provide shoes for the entire nation. This huge 
sum of money wasted each year would have paid for two 
and one-half Panama Canals or five and one-half Boulder 
Dams. 

Each year careless smokers damage highly finished fur- 
niture, pianos, and mantels. 

The damage to hotels, restaurants, and motion picture 
theaters in the cities of this country is enormous. The 
manager of one New York hotel finds that in an average 
month about 450 of his tablecloths, about 200 napkins, and 
about 150 felt table tops are damaged by cigarettes. 

Figures obtained from the U. S. Forestry Service posi- 
tively charged 11.7 per cent of all forest fires to smokers. 
The annual fire loss amounts to nearly $2,000,000 in pro- 
tected areas, and amounts to over $6,000,000 in unpro- 
tected areas.

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HRIST GAVE ONE CONDITION requisite to the ex- 

istence of the Church—the presence of two or three 

gathered in His name. “For where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them” (Matthew 18:20). Christ is the Head of the Church, 
which is His body; where the Head is there also is the 
body. A small group of the redeemed may gather in the 
name of our Lord; they read His Word; the Lord consti- 
tutes that gathering, His Church, by His presence. The 
Church is not only an organization or organism; it is an 
“event.” It is that event in which the Lord meets His wait- 
ing congregation, and the congregation responds to His 
saving, self-revelation. 

The size does not affect in any way the existence of the 
Church. Smallness does not rob the Church of any of her 
capacities; neither does it lift from the Church the basic 
responsibilities. Largeness in no way adds to the presence 
of basic qualifications of the Church. The Church exists 
qualitatively, not quantitatively. In this light there is no 
such thing as “better” and “poorer” churches. All the 
qualities of the existence of the Church are present in any 
gathering of the redeemed. All the demands of the Church 
are likewise there; particularly among these is the demand 
for unity. This is the heart of I Corinthians 12; it is shown 
by the unity of the baptizing Spirit, and by. the unity of 
the body into which we are baptized. 


The Unity of the Baptizing Spirit 


THERE IS BUT ONE SPIRIT, one baptism, 
one Lord, and, therefore, but one Church. This oneness is 
the first essential of unity. “For by one Spirit we are all 
baptized into one body ... ” (1 Corinthians 12:13a). The 
Holy Spirit emphasizes this unity by giving and inspiring 
but one testimony; this testimony is to the Lordship of Je- 
sus Christ. This is an exclusive testimony, for it is given 
only to those moved on by the Holy Spirit. No man can 
say that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost” (1 Cor- 
inthians 12:36). Only the true Church can have the testi- 
mony of the Spirit in the Lordship of Christ. This is further 
an all-comprehending testimony, for it comprehends the 
lowest level of servitude and the highest level of Lordship. 
By the testimony of the Spirit in the Church, Christ is 
made most sovereign Ruler and Lord, and we are made 
most humble bondslaves. This forbids the profaning of the 
holy name and any perversion of the glorious testimony of 
the Church. 

Unity, however, cannot continue where there is a uni- 
formity of all members. A “unity” consisting of uniform 
members, if unity it is, is a limited unity. Uniformity de- 
stroys entirety and invites schism. For this reason, the Ho- 
ly Spirit manifests Himself and supports His one testimony 
by divers manners. There is but one Spirit, but His mani- 
festations are many. Likewise, there is but one Lord, one 
testimony, and one God, but there are various ministries, 
gifts, and operations. 

This fact is clearly shown by the apostle here; there is 
the word of wisdom, the word of knowledge, the gift of 
faith, the gifts of healing, etc. The nine gifts he explains 
here do not testify of nine spirits, nor of a division of the 
Spirit or the Church. These all proceed from the same 
Spirit to the one body of Christ in support of the Spirit’s 
testimony. 

These gifts are given to individuals throughout the 
Church. They are gifts to the Church and for the Church, 
but they are distributed to individuals for their profit. 
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There is a benefit both to individuals and the body in the 
distribution of the gifts of the Spirit. But the manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit is given to every man to profit withal” 
(1 Corinthians 12:7). 

The distribution of these gifts is dependent on the will 
of the Holy Ghost, for He divides “to every man severally 
as he will” (1 Corinthians 12:11). We are told to seek earn- 
estly the best gifts, but it is still the Holy Spirit’s divine 
right—and His alone—to determine the distribution of the 
gifts. Therefore, He gives to one the gifts of healing, to an- 
other the gift of faith, and on through all His manifesta- 
tions until His wisdom is satisfied in supplying the needs 
of the Church. He seeks one aim—a complete Church fit- 
ted to the glory of her Lord. 

It is not proper that the Holy Spirit should have only one 
manifestation; nor is it proper that the Church should 
have or emphasize only one gift. This sameness could nev- 
er support fully the unity of the Spirit, the unity of Christ, 
and the unity of the Church. Diversity, then, is vital to 
unity, and between the two there is no opposition. Unity 
demands diversity, and diversity supports unity. All the 
divine manifestations have one Author, and one aim—the 
glory of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Unity of the Body Into Which We Are Baptized 


WE ARE ALL MEMBERS of one body—the 
body of Jesus Christ. We enter into this body by an act 
common to all—baptism into the body of Christ. As Christ 
is one, we are one. A multitude of churches requires a 
multitude of christs and baptisms. The oneness of Christ 
and His body, along with our common baptism into that 
body, breaks down all barriers to unity. By this baptism we 
are all members one of another, and this kinship is strong- 
er than, and it supersedes, all the barriers that divide so- 
ciety. In the body of Christ, all racial, social, and former 
religious barriers are broken down; there is no place for 
them in a unified body. “For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 


whether we be bond or free; and have been all made “@ a 
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drink into one Spirit” (1 Corinthians 12:13). The distinc- 
tion of Jew and Gentile, and bond and free, endangered 
the unity of the early Church. The same lesson of division 
and unity may be learned in the contemporary Church. In 
the body of Christ there can be no barriers and schisms of 
the negro and white, the “cultured” and “uncultured,” the 
ignorant and the intelligentsia, the “better society” and 
“poorer society,” and many other carnal distinctions. We 
are brethren, and members one of another, as closely knit 
as the hand to the arm, as bone with marrow. 


In such a close union it is necessary that there be many 
different members, as in our physical bodies. “And if they 
were all one member, where were the body?” (1 Corinthi- 
ans 12:19). We cannot all be the same, but we can all be 
one. We cannot all do the same particular task, but we are 
all laborers together of God. We cannot all be the same 
member, but we are all the same body. 

The members of, the body are so joined and fitted to 
each other as to give harmony and interdependence in the 
body. “And the eye cannot say unto the hand, I have no 
need of thee: nor again the hand to the feet, I have no 
need of you” (1 Corinthians 12:21). No part of the body 
can boast itself against or at the expense gf other mem- 
bers of the body. The preaching ministry cannot say there 
is no place for the teacher; the evangelist cannot despise 
the pastor. God does not will that all should be missionar- 
ies, preachers, etc. The members of the body, like the ex- 
istence of the Church, have qualitative significance, and 
that in relation to the overall activity of the Church. 
Therefore, the ministry is not above the laity; no segment 
or order of the ministry is above any other segment of the 
ministry. There are varying degrees of authority, but we 
are all members one of another. We cannot feel that any 
ministry is the only ministry. “If the whole body were an 
eye, where were the hearing? If the whole were hearing, 
where were the smelling?” (1 Corinthians 12:17). 


This same distribution of functions must be applied to 
all the gifts of the Spirit. Occasionally the Church has a 


* i rash of emphasis on scme particular gift; during that time 
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everyone is seeking or emphasizing that particular gift to 
the neglect of all others. These are gifts given to the 
Church and distributed by the wisdom of the Holy Ghost. 
The Spirit’s purpose in fashioning and distributing nine 
gifts is to have a fully equipped church and to honor 
Christ. Some of these gifts are more spectacular than oth- 
ers, just as Paul here says that some parts of the body are 
more comely; but the uncomely parts receive greater hon- 
or, for they are more needful. As the gifts are placed in 
the body for harmony and function (not for the honor of 
the gift), so the gift-bearer is placed in the body for har- 
mony and function. The gifts are not rewards for degrees 
of consecration; for if they were, they would not be called 
gifts. The term “gift” presupposes the graciousness of the 
giver, and precludes merity, works, or consecration as a 
basis for receiving the gift. The gifts are not without these, 
but they are not the reasons for the coming of the gifts. 
These gifts, then, are not measures of spiritual worth or 
depth. 

We are too much inclined to honor the spectacular and 
to neglect, if not even despise, the unobtrusive; this is true 
concerning the gifts of the Spirit and concerning the 
members of the body of Christ. The quiet, consecrated lay- 
man is just as honorable and essential as the minister. The 
faithful and able pastor of a small country church is just 
as valuable and indispensable to the body of Christ as the 
executive heads of the Church or the pastors of the large 
churches in our cities. In turning again to the gifts of the 
Spirit, we see the same thing. The gift of wisdom is just 
as honorable as the gift of healing; the gift of knowledge 
is as honorable as the gift of prophecy. The gift of in- 
terpretation is a part of the Spirit’s ministry the same as 
the unknown tongue. The fact that one bears any one or 
all the gifts is no point of personal honor or exaltation, 
nor is it evidence of consecration above others without a 
gift. The person with a gift cannot be exalted above a per- 
son without a gift. The Spirit divides these according to 
His wisdom, not according to reward or personal honor. No 
member of the body or gift of the Spirit is ever exalted at 
the expense of the others; this is not God’s will. All are 
placed in order to avoid schism and to support each other. 


QOuR UNION with each other is organic. We 
are inherently related, for we are all one body, members 
one of another. This union is so close that no one suffers 
alone, and no one rejoices alone. At this moment, the 
Church is suffering persecution in Communist China; this 
is the suffering of the entire Church. The hurt of the 
Church there is the hurt of the Church here. A victory of 
the Church here is a victory of the Church universal. Ev- 
ery hurt in the smallest member reaches the Head, which 
is Christ; and, conversely, all rejoicing in the members is 
His rejoicing. 

As we have already noticed, the gifts and officers of the 
Church are placed by the Holy Spirit. He does not work 
through all alike; all are not apostles; all do not prophesy; 
all do not perform miracles. There is an order of govern- 
ment here, and it is determined by God; no man or angel 
has a right to tamper with it by implication or direct state- 
ment. Sometimes we get the feeling that we are actively 
serving God only if we are preaching, but the Holy Spirit 
does not so will it. The impression often given today on the 
gifts is that there is but one, and that is the gift of healing. 
Perhaps each generation of the Church has its peculiar 
problem here, but Paul gives us advance instruction. “Are 
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all apostles? are all prophets? are all teachers? are all 
workers of miracles? have all the gifts of healing? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret?” (1 Corinthians 
12:29, 30). 

God has established various officers in the Church in 
order to produce unity. Knowing that only one office or 
function was inadequate, He established several, but with 
only one aim and in one body. That aim is the perfection 
of the saints. We must all be brought to the fulness of the 
stature of Jesus Christ. The one basic quality of all this is 
the Headship of Jesus Christ. He is the governing Head of 
the Church. In this position, He is the Author of all rules 
and government in the Church. The Church is not free to 
make her own rules of government, or methods of wor- 
ship, or offices of ministrations. Christ is the Author of 
church government; He governs the order of worship. We 
are dependent on what Christ, our Head, ordains. 

As we have one source of government, we have one 
source of wisdom. In Christ are hidden all the treasures of 
wisdom and knowledge (Colossians 2:3). The wisdom that 
is incarnate in Christ is revealed and dispensed to us by 
the Spirit in His Word and other ministrations. The wis- 
dom of the Church is divine, as distinguished from hu- 
man; it is spiritual as distinguished from materialistic and 
worldly; it is unifying as distinguished from divisive. 


CurRIsT IS NOT ONLY our government and 
wisdom; He is also our life and nourishment. We exist by 
Him, and all life proceeds from Him. All strength and 
grace proceed from Him, and they are given only accord- 
ing to that which He ordains in His Word. He orders the 
reading of the Word, the sacraments, prayer, testimony, 
and other means of feeding on Him. That which He thus 
prescribes is the only means of partaking of His grace. He 
is the Fountainhead of all grace, and it is His prerogative 
to order and govern the distribution of that grace; we 
must worship Christ according to Christ’s instructions. 


This unity of the Church is supported by the oneness of 
her Lord, her baptism, and the Holy Spirit. In the Spirit 
we are to seek the best gifts—covet them earnestly; but 
let us know what best is. The best is determined by the cir- 
cumstances of the servant and the needs of the Church for 
function and unity. Possession of all the gifts is not, how- 
ever, the highest way; there is a more excellent way. The 
way of love is more excellent than angelic tongues, the 
gift of prophecy, or the faith to remove mountains. The 
reasons for the excellency of love are given in 1 Corinthi- 
ans 13. Love suffers long, and is kind; it is not envious or 
rash. It is not puffed up, and does not behave itself un- 
seemly. It is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil, and re- 
joices in the truth. All these gifts of the Spirit are temporal 
and are provided for the Church in her earthly needs; they 
are not fitted for eternity. Love is fitted both for time and 
eternity. Love governs and qualifies all the gifts. It has 
more power for the kingdom of God and is more vital to 
the unity of Christ’s body than all the gifts together.

The Holy Trini- 
ty have combined to save lost humanity. Accept now the

the combined love of the indwelling Trinity. To open the 
door of the heart to Christ is to love Him, and to each who 
loves Him and keeps His commandments the Son says: 
“My Father will love him, and we will come into him, and 
make our abode with him.” 

Even if “I will sup with him and h@with me” does em- 
body the impartation of whatever is essential to present 
and to everlasting happiness, those who have decided not 
to open the door to Christ must be reminded that though 
the Saviour will not break open the door by forcing their 
will, they will hear another knock, and the door will be 
forced. 


“Death comes on with reckless footsteps 
To the hall and hut; 

Think you, Death will tarry knocking 
Where the door is shut? 

Jesus waiteth, waiteth, waiteth, 

But the door is fast. 

Grieved, away the Saviour goeth; 
Death breaks in at last.” 


Wherever you go and whatever you do, remember that 
“it is appointed unto man once to die, and after death the 
judgment.” May the sunshine flash it, and the night stars 
beam it, that during the brightness of the day and the 
darkness of the night you may be reminded that He who 
now implores admission to your heart will then be your 
Judge. You must behold His almightiness, be manifested 
before Him, by Him be acquitted or condemned, and from 
Him receive a welcome into His kingdom or everlasting 
banishment from His glorious presence. “He that hath the 
Son, hath life; he that hath not the Son, hath not life.” On 
each Christless soul, the wrath of God abideth. If you dis- 
regard Christ’s knock at your heart now, He will not hear 
your knock at His mercy door then. 


There ’tis time to stand entreating

peace, cumfort, confidence—and caused the disciples to 
lift up their eyes ... with the result that always comes 
with “lifted vision”’—they SAW JESUS ONLY. 

When Peter tried to walk on the sea, he seems to have 
succeeded until he “saw the wind boisterous.” He must 
have taken his eyes off Jesus, hence his disaster. “Lord, 
save me!” he cried out—and IMMEDIATELY Jesus 
stretched f o r t h His hand, and Peter was saved. 
(Matthew 14:28-31.) 

Their Touch Brings Power and Fitness for Service. Do 
we feel the need of more spiritual power? More skill, 
better “sight” the ability to see clearly what should be 
done, and how to do it? Do our ears need more keen- 
ness of hearing—to cries of those in distress? Do we feel 
sometimes that our tongues need power to speak when we 
ought to speak—or a “bridle” to restrain their improper 
activity? (James 1:26.) 

The Book is clear that Jesus’ Hands touched and healed 
other folks with similar needs—with blessed results. When 
Peter’s mother-in-law was down with a fever, it was the 


touch of Jesus’ hand that restored her so completely that 
“she arose, and ministered unto them” (Matthew 8:14, 15). 
She was healed for service, by the touch of His hand. And 
she served—at once. She didn’t wait for a period of idle 
convalescence. Matthew 9:29 states another instance where 
Jesus’ hands touched eyes and opened them following a 
confession of faith in Him. Those eyes, too, were opened 
and performed service, by guiding the healed man and 
enabling him to “spread abroad” the fame of the Lord. 

Perhaps no act of those Hands in healing is more 
touching, however, than on the occasion of Jesus’ be- 
trayal, when He healed the ear of the man whom Peter, 
in his haste, hac wounded with a sword (Luke 22:47-53). 
Jesus touched the injured ear, and healed the man—evi- 
dently a member of the mob that had come to do Him 
violence! We are not told just what service that particular 
ear later performed—could it not be possible that the man 
later remembered the strange things which he heard and 
saw that night and on the days which followed? 

The Lord Jesus can touch people today even as then, 
by His Spirit. He can save for service. There is mighty 
power in His touch.

Dear Brother Walker: 

WEEK AGO I left Honolulu 
Ay come help in the new mis- 

sion on the Island of Maui, 
as our Brother Nakashina had to re- 
turn to his job. I know the responsi- 
bility in Honolulu needs more than 
one’ worker, but it seemed that either 
Brother Hawkins or I would have to 
come to the new field, if we couldn’t 
get some way provided for another 
minister to come. I have our youth 
director with me. She paid her own 
way out and we have been doing some 
pioneer work in this new field. We 
were thankful that we had the use 
of the building, or church, which we 
hope to obtain for a mission. 

There is a great need for workers 
here. I realized that living conditions 
here are very high, so we brought 
along a hot plate and some can goods 
that were given us in Honolulu. 

We arrived in time for service Sun- 
day night. God met with us in a won- 
derful way. We had not reached there 
in time to get our beds ready for sleep 
that night, so the sister and I were 
invited to sleep in one of the sugar 
plantation camps. We were able to 
lock the entrance, as we felt it a very 
dangerous place for Christians. We 
had seen the lady across the street 
pray through to salvation and, of 
course, her former religion had been 
Hawaiian witchcraft. The leader of 
this group resented our being in town. 

A Flash of Black Wings 

That night we were awakened by a 
strange noise, such as we had never 
heard before. It seemed the evil pow- 
ers were close upon us. We both rose 
from bed and prayed for God to pro- 
tect us. As we did so, there was a 
sudden weird sound and a flash of 
black wings left our window. All was 
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still, and we knew that it was the 
workings of the KAHUNA’S Hawai- 
ian gods. But praise God who has all 
power, in Him there is safety. 

Next morning found us ready to 
sleep in the empty building where we 
planned to have church. It is in the 
town and two blocks from the court- 
house, so we felt much better away 
from the camp. We did much visiting 
the days to follow. In one week’s time, 
we made about sixty-five personal 
contacts and invited people to church. 

There is an old Hawaiian church 
with a large membership that has 
been completely destroyed three times, 
and the people feel that the evil spirits 
have caused it. Many of the members 
are earnestly seeking to know a better 
way to serve God. We must work long 
and patiently to turn them from their 
superstitions. Many Japanese people 
welcomed us and agreed to come to 
church. 

We have found thai the people re- 
gard a man to minister to them more 
than a woman, so we are returning to 
Honolulu. We do trust that either 
Brother Nakashina or someone can be 
sent right away to help the ones that 
have been saved. We are doing all we 
can to spread the gospel in this part 
of the mission field. Our hindrances 
are finance and workers, but we are 
praying the Lord of harvest to send 
the help needed.

LIQUOR OUTLETS EXCEED USEFUL 
INSTITUTIONS 

OSCALOOSA, Iowa (EP) Under the 
title “The Great Delusion,” the 
W.C.T.U. Champion gives us a reveal- 
ing study of some vital statistics. ““Ac- 
cording to U. S. Government listings 
and estimates, which will be modified 
only slightly when detailed census re- 
ports are available, there are at the 
present time in the United States: 
169,793 restaurants, 198,878 schools, 
241,858 gasoline stations, 253,762 
churches, 387,337 grocery stores, 
483,633 saloons and liquor stores. 

“The number of places where liquor 
can be purchased is thus more than 
churches. There is one retail liquor 
outlet for every 80 American homes 
and one for every 12 farms. There are 
11 times as many liquor outlets as 
there are candy stores. Never in 
American history has there been an 
expansion in a single industry com- 
parable to that of the liquor traffic 
during the short 18 years since the 
repeal of the 18th Amendment. When 
the American people voted for that 
repeal in 1933, in response to the per- 
suasive liquor propaganda, they never 
dreamed that in 18 years there would 
be twice as many saloons as churches 
in the United States, and two and a 
half as many bars as schools.” 


AMERICAN EVANGELIST STIRS 
ENGLISH CITY 
NOTTINGHAM, England (EP) A. C. 
Valdez, of California, conducted a 
highly successful evangelistic and di- 
vine healing campaign in the large 
city of Nottingham, in the Midlands 
district of England, recently. The 
meetings were held in a large old 
Methodist chapel that was taken over 
some time ago by the Assemblies of 
God. The place was filled from ‘the 
very commencement, and numbers 
mounted until the crowds filled every 
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available room and space in the whole 
church. At a conservative estimate, 
says Redemption Tidings, “over 2,000 
decisions were made in the fifteen 
days ...

Kelley Nor- 
wood, president of the group, says 
that he felt driven to start the ball 
rolling after mulling for months over 
the thought that there must be some 
way to make anti-liquor propaganda 
effective. Mr. Norwood is an active 
young citizen chock full of ideas, who 
has done everything from selling real 
estate to selling music, besides serv- 
ing on the city council of La Habra, 
where he lives.
